OF KELLY-SPRINGFIELD 


New York, March 1.—Concerning 
the growing dissatisfaction of auto- 
mobile tire dealers with many of 
the selling practices now prevalent 
in the tire trade, and which has re- 
cently broadened because of the ad- 
ditional discounts granted national 
accounts and large commercial tire 
users, A. W. Barry, general sales 
manager of the Kelly-Springfield 
Tire Company, has issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“In our opinion the independent 
tire dealer is the foundation upon 
which all important tire manufac- 
turers depend for the successful, 
profitable and economical distribu- 
tion of tires to the public. Conse- 
quently, any selling practices that 
are destined to reduce the possible 
sales volume of independent tire 
dealer outlets will eventually result 
in weakening the whole selling 
structure of the tire industry.”

The merchandising enterprise of

“We sell about $5,000 worth of 
tires a year through contacts in the 
shop,” he said. “And of course our 
sales of parts and accessories will 
run well above this figure. We are 


careful, however, not to be over- 
zealous in merchandising tires, 
parts and accessories, Our policy is 
to let the customer know, either 
through our advertising or con- 
versation with him in the shop, 
that we carry these things.

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Piecemeal Disclosure 


HAT eminent Detroit manufacturer, Henry Ford, has 

departed somewhat from his usual procedure as regards 
his forthcoming offering of fours and eights. Instead of the 
traditional secrecy up to the last moment, he has been giving 
us glimpses of his impending infants for ten days or more. 
Presumably he is motivated in this by his anxiety to con- 
tribute as much and as quickly as possible to the fight against 
depression. 

Last week Mr. Ford permitted picked press representa- 
tives to view his new cars, and from this view we now know 
that the vehicles will bear no resemblance to former mo 
except the radiator plate. The bodies will be streamlined, 
with slanting windshield and V-type radiator. They will 
have free wheeling and, we give our guess, syncromesh. 

With regard to the appearance, it is stated that it is so 
different that the cars have been out on the road under test 
for weeks without any one penetrating a slight disguise 
such as an old truck radiator and removal of the traditional 
name plate. 

One interesting statement was made by Mr. Ford and 
it was to the effect that he has in hand 83,560 orders in 
advance of “publication,” and that three out of four of these 
are for the new eight-cyiinder car. How far this ratio is 
maintained we imagine will depend almost entirely on the 
respective prices of the two models. 

Two other of Mr. Ford’s statements are of unusual, 
interest. One of these is to the effect that he gets almost the 
same’ gasoline mileage from the eight as from the four. This 
would seem to indicate a small bore engine for the eight. 

The second statement of interest is a denial that the 
Ford Motor Company will experiment with a more liberal 
credit purchase plan. The story had been widely accepted 
that a new plan for installment purchases would be tried out 
by the Ford organization, under the terms of which cars 
would be sold on the basis of $100 down payment and the 
balance spread over a period of two years. Mr. Ford holds 
that the terms now in force for time purchases of his prod- 
ucts are generous enough to bring out sales, provided the 
offezings are attractive enough to the public. 

And the automotive world waits with keen intergst a 
chance to inspect and examine carefully the new products 
of the Ford organization. Oh, yes, employment at the Ford 
plant in Dearborn has gone up to 70,000, ending the unem- 
ployment problem of that little city. Ford himself predicts 
a pay roll of 100,000 by June. 


That Helps 


OR the past nine days not a single national bank in the 

United States has failed. Three years ago the answer 

to that would have been: ‘‘Well, what of it?” At the present 
juncture it is news, and really heartening news. 

It seems as if the mere passage of the Glass-Steagall 
law had heartened the bankers sufficiently to keep them 
from dropping into needless receiverships. ; 

Actually there never has been real reason for most of 
the bank failures. The insistance on keeping banks abnor- 
mally liquid has actually put into the class of “frozen assets” 
many things which would normally be considered liquid 
enough for any bank. 

The Glass-Steagall law above all things removes the last 
excuse for timidity on the part of the bankers. If these 
gentlemen respond to the assistance that has been given them 
with a show of confidence and a willingness to grant reason- 
able credit as in normal times, there should be a definite 
turn in general public feeling. 

Why should the common people be expected to show 
any considerable confidence when bankers, who presumably 
krow more about finance and general conditions than any 
on? clse, are showing timidity and fear in every move they 
mzke? That has been the situation for many months. The 
public has simply mirrored the obvious fear that ruled the 
bankers,

The O-iver Instrument Company, 
Adrian, Michigan, is offering an im- 
proved model of its pedestal type 
die making machine. This machine 
has a capacity for sawing tool steels 
up to two inches in thickness, It 
is fitted with a screw feed sawing at- 
tachment to obviate breakage of 
saws. ‘ 

The holding down fingers on this 
new model are attached to the over- 
arm, leaving the surface of the table 


entirely clear. The overarm may be 
swung away from the file to permit 
the die to be removed for examina- 
tion.
